SOME HELPS FOR WASHDAY 

Several Simple Waye by Which Busy 
Housewife Can Save Time 
and Strength. 

When taking clothes oft the line 
fold smoothly the wash cloths, bath 
towels and hoBe and lay them away 
without Ironing. They are Just as 
good for use as though they were 
Ironed, snd the busy wife needs to 
save her time and strength whenever 
possible. 

Always Iron embroidery on the 
wrong side so as to bring out the 
pattern. 

A tablespoon of kerosene In starch 
will keep It f'om sticking. 

If you scorch an article badly when 
Ironing, irolsten it with lemon Juice, 
rub in sor-o salt and lay It In the sun- 
shine. If It is only a slight scorch the 
sunshine will remove It.

The damp- 
ness will bo evenly distributed and 
they will Iron easily next day.

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FROM KITCHENS OF GERMANY 

Ideas Here That May Be Something 
New to the Housewives of 

America. 

Raurawana- Scald one cup milk, put 
Into mixing bowl with onn-fllchth 
pound or on«vfourth cup of butter, 
onchalf cup sugar. Stir until sugar 
Is dlssolrnd. When milk ban cooled 
add one large egg (beaten). Now alft 
two and one-half level enps of flour, 
one teaspoon of salt three times, dis- 
solve one half yeast cake In one ta- 
blespoon of cold water, add yeaat to 
gradually mix In lifted 
well. Tut Into a warm 
place to raise over night, well cov- 
ered. Reat down the first thing In 
the morning, let raise, beat down 
again, then put In baking pan. l«t 
raise again. Hake with Indicator 360 
degrees. This Is a fine foundation for 
any raised cake. You can mak« ap- 
ple cake, raisin cake, cinnamon 
doughnuts (by adding a little 
flour). 

Streusel Cake.— Put mixture In shal- 
It on bottom of 
Id apple cake 
and always butter on top of cakp Just 
before you put la oven. Whatever 
you put on top of cake put It on Just 
before putting In oven. 

8treusel mixture for putting on top 
of cake: 

This should be made after you put 
the cake in pan for tho last raising, 
and when made put it In a cool place 
until ready to use. 

Streusel Mixture- One-eighth of a 
pound of granulated sugar, one- 
eighth of a pound of flour, one-eighth 
of a pound of butter, one teaspoon cin- 
namon, one ounce of almonds cut up 
small. Stir sugar, flour and cinnamon 
together; add butter cut Into dry In- 
gredients with a knife so it will be 
crumbly, then add nuts.
